make Hitler's acceptance Improb- 
able. 
The President insisted that the 


Hitler cabinet be backed by "a 
majority or almost a majority" of 
the Reichstag. Hitler retired to 
confer with his advisers, promis- 
ing to answer before the end of 
the day. 
One of his 
closest 
associates 
said this afternoon 
that 
"it is 
obviously 
impossible 
for Hitler, 


who has spent his whole politi- 
cal life in a bitter fight against 
parliamentary haggling to try to 
resurrect; a system which already 
is dead. It Is most likely that he 
will tell the President that he 
Is still reafly to head an authori- 
tary cabinet, but his reply will 
be 
BO conciliatory 
as 
to 
le^ave 
open all doors to negotiations.' '

WASHINGTON. Nov. 21,^-(/ 
Having assured a cut of more 
than half a billion dollars in the 
federal budget for next year, Pres- 
ident Hoover today concentrated 
his energies upon his momentous 
war 
debts 
conference 
tomorrow 


with Franklin D. Roosevelt, bin 
successor-elect. 


In the two or three hours that 
these men sit 
together In ths 


White House—an event which in 
Itself 
makes 
history—may 
be 


shaped America's Immediate an- 
swer to foreign requests for a new 
moratorium and review of Inter- 
national obligations. Its principal 
purpose Is to Insure If possible 
a continuity from now on into the 
next administration, of American 
policy on the wholn question. 


Most vital is the manner In 


which the debt difficulties are to 
be laid before Congress—a Con- 
gress whose members in swelling 
numbers are recording opposition 
to any moratorium extension, re- 
vision or recreation of war debt 
commission. 


Because the hou'so. where fiscal 


legislation must originate, Is con- 
trolled now by Democrats and be- 
cause the November election plac- 
ed the entire government after 
March In the hands of Mr. Rooa- 
velt's party, the present Chief Ex- 
ecutive broke precedent to seek 
the Influence and co-operation of 
his successor. 


On Wednesday morning, a day 


after the Roosevelt conference, Mr. 
Hoover will go over the same 
ground with thirteen leaders of 
Congress—Republican and Demo- 
cratic senators and representatives 
Among them will be Speaker Gar- 
ner,

Her hand clutched E 
box of pills, as though she had 
felt herself growing faint and mis- 
understood the cause. 


Miss Emma is believed to have 


smelled the fumes as she lay in 
an upstairs bedroom. She wander 
ed to the head of the stairs and 
toppled down. Her body, with the 
neck broken, lay not far from a 
what-not filled with bric-a-brac.

Burris, alias Webster and Walk 
er, was found in the houne of a 
Mt. Orab friend after a manhunt 
In Indiana, Ohio and Kentucky, 
which began Oct. 3 when he shot 
and killed Sheriff Roy Compaton 
of Rusk county, Indiana, who had 
sought to arrest him on a liquor 
charge. The killer escaped other 
officers that time by lumping out 
of a second story window.

FOR OUTSTANDING CURRENCY

Federa*! 
reserve 
banks 
of the 


country are backing their $2,925,- 
250,000 of currency in circulation 
with more than 75 per cent gold, 
though the law requires only 40 
per cent gold to secure the sys- 
tem's money. 


Latest treasury records, 
show 
that federal reserve banks have 
deposited 
with 
federal 
reserve 


agents and the treasury a total of 
$2,241,169,000 in gold to secure its 
note circulation. 


This huge gold reserve against 
the circulation, while not the larg- 
est on record, remains 
despite 


law which permits the banks, un- 
enactment of the Glass-Steagall 
der certain conditions, to substi- 
tute government securities for the 
60 per cent eligible paper requir- 
ed in'addition to the minimum of 
40 per cent gold to pledge reserve 
banks currency.

SEATTLE, Nov. 19.— 


health broken by a strenuous and 
unsuccessful campaign for re-elec- 
tiori, United States Senator Wes- 
ley L. Jones, chairman, of the im- 
portant appropriations committee, 
died.of a heart ailment in a Seat- 
tle sanitarium today. 


The 69-year-old senator had en- 


tered the canltarlum 10 days ago 
to recover from the fatigue of hta 
political right against Homer T. 
Bone, Tacoma Democrat, hoping 
to leave within two weeks for the 
national capital. 


But he had not been in robust 


health since he underwent a series 
of operations three years ago and 
the ardor of th campaign aggra- 
vated a heart affliction of long 
standing. 
He died quietly with 


his son and daughter—Harry B. 
Jones, Seattle attorney, and Mrs. 
Arthur Coffin of Kakima, Wash.— 
at his bedside. 


Senator Jones' defeat by Bone 


ended his record of S3 years of 
continuous service in congress. At 
the time of his death he was Re- 
publican whip and 'Jcird ranking 
member of his party i.^ the senate. 


He was recently described by his 


old schoolmate, Senator William 
E. Borah of Idaho as "one of the 
most valuable, conscientious and 
useful members of 
the 
United 


States .senate."

called "Jones five and. ton" liquor 
enforcement law,

The first . of his 'long line of

senator from Washington,

ley Livsey Jones achieved a repu- 
eriforccment legislation that gave 
tatlon as a sponsor of prohibition 
him rank with former Represen- 
tative Andrew J. Volstead, father 
of the national prohibition law. 


It wafl In the last s-ssslon of the 


VCth congress (that Senator Jones 
became author of a law which 
drastically increased the penalties 
for prohibition violations. 
The 


act provided a penalty of five 
years' imprisonment or a fine of 
$30,000 or both, for first violations 
of the dry statute. 


Enactment of the measure gain- 


ed for the senator widespread pub- 
licity that virtually obscured his 
previous 
legislative 
accomplish- 


ments, which 
had Included 
the 


passage of the merchant marine 
acts of 1920 and 1928. ' 


Merchant Marine Bills. 
The two merchant marine acts 


were designed to build up private- 
owned American shipping1 and en- 
courage merchant marine opera- 
tions in thia country so that the 
government's 
activities 
in ship- 


ping would be discounted. .Anoth- 
er piece of important legislation, 
of which he was a nponsor, was 
the Mississippi flood control act 
of 1928. 


Senator Jones had a long career 


in congress, serving in the house 
from 1899 to 1909 and after that 
In the senate for several terms. He 
was considered an expert on mer- 
chant marine, reclamation, watpr 
power, Alaska and control of riv- 
ers and harbors. 
He was chair- 


man of the important commerce 
committee and held ranking posi- 
tions on Jhc approplrations, Dis- 
trict of ' Columbia, and 
Irrigation 


and reclamation committees.
